The file 
currently does reflect that the 8/23/2003 submission did In fact include the underlying 
Japanese patent application, so the examiners assertion that the document was not 
received was In error.

Claim Rejections -35 use §112 

: The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. . ' 

Claim 1 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for falling to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. • 

The. language "wherein the electrostatic protection element portions comprise a 
second resistor as a common resistor connected to the conductive materials for 
connecting the gate electrodes of the thin film transistors to the short ring" is indefinite, 
as a resistor Is a two terminal element, and what it means to be connecting multiple 
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different gates to multiple different transistors can't be determined. For examination 
purposes, it is presumed that somehow this language means that the resistor connects 
the single transistor to a single line.
